| creator of modern fiction’s fabulous 
Tarzan the apeman, died quietly 
| while reading in bed yesterday, 
| The 74-year-old author made Tar- 
zan an international legend which 
earned him millions of dollars. 

The jungle hero's tree-swinging 
fantics were known to millions

— This ancient and colorful 


city of 3,000,000 people is sinking slowly into a sea of mud. 
The process is slow. No one yet has had to swim for it

But the city is gently and silently 
settling into a sea of semi-fluid 
voleanic ash and water, held by 
pressure in a collodial state. En- 
gineers call the mixture “soap” 
from its physical characteristics.

The weight of stone 
structures piled onto the shallow 
cap of mud throughout the cen- 
turies has put Mexico City in the 
non-biblical and precarious posi- 
tion of being built on something 
less solid than sand. 

The Palace of Fine Arts, one of 
the city's showplaces and the 
largest auditorium in Mexico, has 
sunk into the sub-surface “soap” 
more than 14 feet since it was 
erected shortly after the turn of 
the century. Other old buildings in 
the downtown sector have sunk 
to such a degree that their lower 
floors flood every time a hard 
rain spills into the valley.

Opposition of the Edmonton Council 
of Social Agencies to the proposed amalga- 
tion of the Recreation Commission and the 
Parks Department should receive the care- 
ful consideration of City Council because 
ft represents the viewpoint of experts in 
recreation work, . 

In the first place, the modern trend 
is towards separate operation of these 
bodies, In a recent survey in North 
America, 571 cities had separated recrea- 
tion from all other controls and only 314 
administered recreation in conjunction 
with park service. 

E. R. McEwen, secretary of the 
recreation division of the Canadian Wel- 
fare Council in Ottawa, says: 

“Community recreation under the ad- 
ministration of parks departments has not 


been working out in Canada and the 

United States. It would be too bad if Ed- 

monton were to make such a mistake.” 
Miss Elizabeth Thomas, associate 
fessor of the Department of Social 
ork, University of British Columbia,

Room in Canada For Dutch Farmers 


Prince Bernhardt of The Netherlands 
has said there is a million Dutch farmers 
anxious to emigrate to Canada. Surely, 
there could be no finer people to encour- 
age to take up land in Alberta than the 
Dutch, traditionally one of the most in- 
dustrious people in the world, 

Nature has been kind to Alberta, ex- 
travagently kind perhaps. Riches which 
will last for generations to come have been 
stored in this western treasure house. 
What is needed now are people to con- 
sume the goods to be made from those 
riches, 

Unless there is a sufficiently large con- 
suming market at home in Alberta, it will 
not be profitable for industry to establish 
itself here on any significant scale. Raw 
materials will continue to be fashioned into 
consumer’s goods elsewhere, to the detri- 
ment of the Alberta pocketbook. 

There is a moral question involved as 
well. In a world which is crying for food, 
erying for living room, has Canada any 
right to withhold deserving people from 


settling our vast tracts of rich, idle land? 

In the Peace River district, for exam- 
ple, there are seven million acres of good 
farm land, some of it to the best in 
Canada, awaiting the plow. In the Cana- 
dian Northwest, as a whole, a board of 
Canadian government planners urder the 
late Dr. Charles Camsell estimated there 
were no less than eleven million acres of 
farm land to be settled. In 1945, there 
were only 66,000 persons living in the 
Peace River district. The planning board 
estimated a potential population of ap- 
proximately 350,000 could be well sup- 
ported in the area. 

In our own interest, in the interest of 
those pathetic suffering people abroad, we 
have no right to keep this land from them, 
Canada can afford, at the moment, to be 
particular what people are invited to come 
to this land of opportunity. But if Canada 
fails in her moral duty to allow our coun- 
try to be settled and developed, a wrathful 
world opinion might force us someday to 
take those we do not wish here,

Plan For 
New Bridge 


Editor, Bulletin. — For some 
time now there has been con- 
siderable discussion in the news- 
papers about the shortage of 
hotels, housing, parking space, 
bridges, auditorium and the lo- 
cation of a federa) building. 

Now let's see if we can't find 
some way to provide all these 
requirement in an orderly, effici- 
ent manner, that will conform to 
sound economics and intelligent 
town planning. 

First, it is noted that the pro- 
vineial government is now build- 
ing a four-lane highway from 
Nisku to the south boundary of 
the city. It ls expected this new 
road will relieve the traffic con- 
gestion immediately south of the 
city. However, when this road 
reaches the city limits it connects 
with a two-lane highway, 

I suggest that when this pro- 
vineial highway reaches the city 
limits, it should be continued 
north 4s a six-lane highway, west 
of, and adjacent to the OPR 
tracks until it connects with 
Saskatchewan Drive; and even- 
tually continue north over a six- 
lane traffic bridge to connect 
with the north bank at second 
street near the Cenotaph. 

The bridge could not be built 
immediately, but in the mean- 
time, the six-lane highway would 
feed traffic to the high level, low 
level and fifth street bridges. 

Now the question is—can we 
afford to build such a large and 
expensive bridge just to avoid 
hill-climbing for north and south- 
bourd traffic across the valley. 
‘The answer is definitely no; but

we can afford to build such a 
bridge, provided we do not have 
to pay for the greatet part of the 
structure required to support the 
bridge. 

Support for the bridge would 
consist of a number of modern 
terraced buildings, similar to the 
new Bank of Nova Scotia build- 
ing in Toronto, illustrate? in the 
Bulletin on Dec. 14, 1949 

These several buildings could 
consist of hotels, apartment 
houses, department stores, fed- 
eral and provincial buildings, hos- 
pitals, auditorium, etc.

The national bil, just intro- 
duced in the House by Rep. 
Boggs (R., Del.) would apply to 
widows, widowers, divorcees and 
deserted spouses, and would al- 
low deduction of all child-care 
expenses as legitimate business 
charge-offs. I saw no mention, 
however, of the working wife 
who is married, and whose claim 
to tax exemption on this point 
is nearly as valid as that of the 
lone and lorn, 

There can certainly be no 
doubt that to a working woman, 
a baby-sitter is just as much of 
an economic necessity as a secre- 
tary to a working man. ‘New York 
State Sen. Louis Friedman, 
father of the current bill, men- 
tioned that his own secretary 
was forced to pay $5 a day for 
nurse-care while the Legislature 
was in session—which may or 
may not have had some influence 
on his presentation of the bill. 
He figures that his secretary is 
being taxed each year on a mini- 
mum $30 a week she doesn’t earn.

WASHINGTON, March 20—(UP) 
—Britain has agreed to buy at cut- 
rate prices more than one-third of 
the U.S. government's vast price 
support stock of dried eggs, in- 
mormants said today. 

Details of the agreement are to 
ington and London. 

Officials sand the agreement calls 
for Britain to take between 30,000,- 
000 and 40,000,000 pounds of dried 
eggs. That is equivalent to more 
than 1,000,000,000 eggs in shell 
¢€orm. 

The agriculture department now 
holds about 85,000,000 pounds of 
egg powder, the equivalent of about 
3,000,000,000 eggs. 

HOLDING PRICE 

These eggs were taken off the 
domestic market under price sup- 
port prorgrams for the purpose of 
holding up farm prices, and were 
aicumulated over a period of al- 
most two years. 

The agriculture department's 
problem has been how to get rid 
of them. It has offered to give 
them away to public and private 
welfareagencies for relief feeding 
of needy persons in this country 
und abroad, So far, the takings 
under the give-away programs have 
put only a tiny dent in the total 
supply.

WASHINGTON, March 20. 
(BUP)—Officials three Latin 
American countries were accused 
today of tolerating—and in some 
cases assisting—military plots or- 
ganized in their territories to over- 
throw neighboring governments. 

The accusation was leveled by a 
special five-nation commission ap- 
pointed last January by the Coun- 
cil of the Organization of American 
States to investigate charges of 
revolutionary plots and counter- 
plots in the Caribbean area. 

It found that some Dominican 
Republic officials aided a recent 
conspiracy to overthrow President 
Dumarsais Estime of Haiti.
